Baptist  Press  chief  denied  congressional  privileges 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  The  Washington 
bureau  chief  of  Baptist  Press  (BP)  has  been 
denied  congressional  press  cr^entials  after 
several  years  of  effort  to  renew  the  long¬ 
standing  privilege.  Joe  Keenan,  a  spokesman 
for  the  Standing  Committee  of 
Correspondents,  told  Baptist  Press  the  deci¬ 
sion  is  final  unless  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  news  service  becomes  "an  inde¬ 
pendent  and  self-sustaining  editorial  entity." 

The  decision  has  not  prohibited  Tom 
Strode,  the  Washington  Bureau  chief  of 
Baptist  Press,  from  attending  congressional 
hearings.  Supreme  Court  oral  arguments, 
or  numerous  other  meetings  in  order  to  file 
his  reports  for  the  15.7-million-member 
convention.  When  he  arrived  at  his  post  in 
1990,  however,  Strode's  congressional  cre¬ 


dentials  gave  him  access  to  press  galleries 
of  government  entities  and  easy  access  to 
written  testimony  and  various  background 
materials  issued  to  the  media. 

Press  credentials  from  Congress  would 
make  Strode's  job  easier,  with  better  access 
to  hearings  and  committee  meetings. 
Without  the  credentials,  he  can't  expect  to 
be  seated  in  the  press  gallery  of  the  House 
or  Senate.  When  written  statements  are  dis¬ 
tributed  to  assist  the  media  in  understand¬ 
ing  a  hearing.  Strode  sometimes  has  to  wait 
until  after  the  hearing  to  get  a  copy.  BP  also 
has  to  request  seating  in  advance  for  oral 
arguments  before  the  Supreme  Court. 

In  addition,  the  press  gallery  committee 
recently  pulled  the  credentials  of  Baptist 
News  Service  (BNS).  Keencin  told  Baptist 


Press  the  committee  rejected  credentials  for 
the  Baptist  Joint  Committee  news  service 
because,  "It's  not  editorially  independent 
and  s^ported  by  subscription  and  advertis¬ 
ing."  The  Baptist  Joint  Committee,  as  BNS' 
owner,  receives  funding  from  various 
Baptist  groups. 

Refxirters  got  together  in  the  late  1800s  to 
form  a  board  to  a^ide  who  would  have 
access  to  the  congressional  press  galleries, 
Keenan  explained.  The  committee  was 
authorized  by  Congress  to  give  oversight  to 
the  job  of  granting  press  credentials.  The 
group  estal^shes  its  own  rules  and  elects 
five  secular  reporters  who  are  assisted  by 
six  staff  members.  "The  standing  committee 
is  fiercely  independent  about  cmyone  telling 
it  how  to  hanclle  its  rules,"  Keenan  said.

There's  the  Southern  Baptist 
mother  who  took  up  gambling  and, 
like  so  manv  crack  addicts,  turned 
to  prostitution  to  feed  her  habit.

There  are  the  spi¬ 
raling  bankruptcy  rates  Snd  mounting 
debts  that  our  own  Baptist  medical  centers 
must  write  off  each  year  as  total  losses. 

All  of  these  ugly  scenaritte  —  and  many 
more  —  have  been  brought  to  you  by  the 
gambling  industry.  They  naxobc'en  brought

As  if  that  weren't  enough  to 
make  us  hang  our  heads  in  embar¬ 
rassment,  the  state  is  currently 
being  used  as  the  whipping  bcw  in 
the  nasty  fight  over  an  October  12 
vote  on  lottery  legalization  in  the 
neighboring  state  of  Alabama. 

Pro-lottery  Governor  Don 
Siegelman  has  accused  Baptists 
and  other  lottery  opponents  in 
that  state  of  taking  money  from 
Mississippi  casinos  to  fund  the 
anti-lottery  campaign. 

Among  the  lottery'  opponents 
tarred  bv  the  irresponsible 
Siegelman,  who  has  absolutely  no 
documentation  to  back  up  his 
accusations,  are  Lencrra  Pate,  co¬ 
chair  of  the  Alabama  Woman's 
Missionarv  Lnion  initiative  to 
defeat  the  lottery,  and  Lt. 

Gcwernor  Ste\'e  Windom,  who  is 
also  Southern  Baptist. 

Both  people  cienied  the  accu¬ 
sations.  "I  am  a  private  citizen 
and  ha\  e  not  raised  the  first  dol¬ 
lar,"  Pate  said.  "(Siegelman)  does 
not  want  an  honest  debate  on  the 
lotterv,"  Windom  pointed  out.

When  the  news  rang  out  that 
the  Constitution  had  been 
signed,  many  referred  to  it  as  a 
miracle.  We  can  be  thankfuj  for 
those  men  w’ho  had  faith  in 
Ciod  to  lead  them  in  framing 
the  Constitution.  lames 
Madison  said  it  was  "impossi¬ 
ble  to  consider  the  degriv  of 
concord  which  ultimately  pre¬ 
vailed  as  less  than  a  miracle."

George  Washington  also 
believed  in  the  importance  of 

Her.  He  believed  that  prayer 
d  and  would  change  the 
course  of  the  nation.  He  and 
Benjamin  Franklin  declared 
that  this  nation  must  include 
religious  principles  in  all 
aspects  of  its  national  life  if  it 
were  to  maintain  prosperity 
and  success.  The  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1787  provided  a 
vivid  illustration  of  their  con¬ 
viction  and  leadership. 

Noah  Webster  stated  "The 
moral  principles  and  precepts 
contained  in  the  scriptures 
ought  to  form  the  basis  of  all  our 


civil  constitutions  and  laws..." 

During  the  early  days  of  the 
Constitution  Convention,  there 
was  much  discord,  hopeless 
deadlocks,  and  selfish  desires 
on  the  part  of  each  State.  It  was 
likelv  that  the  Convention 
would  fail.  Some  delegates  left 
in  disgust.  It  was  during  this 
impasse  that  the  nation’s  elder 
statesman  and  patriarch,  Ben 
Franklin,  rose  to  speak  and  qui¬ 
etly  said:  "1  have  lived.  Sir,  a 
long  time,  and  the  longer  1  live, 
the  more  conv  incing  proofs  I 
see  of  this  truth:  "that  Cod  gov¬ 
erns  the  affairs  of  man."  "...I 
therefore  beg  leave  to  move 
that,  henceforth,  prayers 
imploring  the  assistance  of 
Heaven  and  its  blessing  on  our 


deliberation  be  held  in  this 
assembly  every  morning  before 
we  pnxreed  to  business."  The 
delegates  adjourned  and  for 
three  days  they  prayed,  attend¬ 
ed  church,  and  listened  to  min¬ 
isters  challenge  and  inspire 
them.  We  are  told  this  was  the 
turning  point  in  the  success  of 
their  deliberations. 

Constitution  Week  provides 
an  opportunity  for  all 
Americans  to  recall  the  achieve¬ 
ments  of  our  Founders  and  the 
nature  of  limited  government, 
as  well  as  the  rights,  privileges, 
and  responsibilities  of  citizen¬ 
ship.  We  must  be  vigilant  to 
protect  the  freedoms  guaran¬ 
teed  to  us  by  the  Constitution.

TEGUCIGALPA,  Honduras  (BP) 


"Tn  32  years  of  mission¬ 
ary  service,  this  is  the  most  unprecedented  ming  I  have  ever 
seen.  VVe  have  people  coming  not  asking  for  food  or  a  building 
but  asking  us  to  bnng  the  Word  of  God  to  them,"  says  Max  Furr. 
Furr,  a  North  Carolina  native  appointed  to  missicmary  service 
in  1967,  coordinates  field  strategy  in  Honduras  for  the 
International  Mission  Board. 

He  and  his  fellow  Southern  Baptist  missionaries,  along  with 
Honduran  Baptist  partners,  have  worked  tirelessly  to  witness 
and  minister  in  the  aftermath  of  Hurricane  Mitch,  which  struck 
Honduras  on  Halloween  ni^t  1998.  Scores  of  Southern  Baptist 
volunteers  have  come  to  help.  Because  of  Mississippi  ^ptists' 
long  history  of  partnership  missions  with  Honduras,  the 
International  Mission  Boarcl  requested  that  tfie  state  ccmven- 
tion  become  involved  in  the  hurricane  relief  effort. 

As  a  result,  Honduras  Baptist  churches  are  reporting  deci¬ 
sions  for  Christ,  baptisms,  and  new  missicm  pomts  in  larger 
numbers  than  ever  before.  Many  even  are  reporting  surprising 
numbers  of  church  members  getting  their  lives  straightened 
out.  "I  think  people  got  scared  and  realized  you  don't  mess 
with  Mother  Nature  and  you  cannot  predict  what  will  happen," 
Furr  said.  Hondurans  heard  the  gospel  durir^  relief  emrts  in 
the  cpuntry,  and  as  people  began  to  accept  Cruist,  Honduran 
Baptists  and  Southern  B^tist  missicmaries  set  a  goal  of  estab- 
lisrdng  100  churches  in  1999.  Already,  60  congregations  have 
been  started  and  some  1,250  people  are  awaiting  baptism. 

One  three-assodation  area  in  northern  Honduras  has  had  29 
new  church  starts,  with  more  ttian  1,100  new  believers  await¬ 
ing  baptism.  In  the  area  of  San  Pedro  Sula  alone,  three  church¬ 
es  nave  started  six  new  mission  points. 


Henry  Blackaby  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  T.  W.  Hunt  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board  believe  that  America  is  on  the  front  end  of  a  major 
spiritual  awakening.  Both  men  spent  part  of  the  summer  leading  prayer 
seminars  at  Glorieta  and  Ridgecrest  Conference  Centers.

Prayer  guide 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  The  news 
media  and  various  Jewish  leaders  have 
taken  note  of  a  new  prayer  booklet  for  the 
Jewish  people  publisbeci  by  the  Stiuthern 
Baptist  Convention's  Interiiational  Mission 
Bt)ard  (IMB). 

The  AsstK'iated  Press  circulated  an  arti¬ 
cle  nationally  durirje  the  Labor  Day  week¬ 
end  and  among  suosequent  articles  was 
one  in  The  Washington  Post  on  Sept.  9.  The 
news  media  reports,  not  unexpectedly, 
have  included  quotes  from  Jewisn  leaders 
critical  of  the  pocket-sized  prayer  booklet. 

Rabbi  Eric  Voffie,  president  of  the  Union 
of  American  Hebrew  Congregations,  told 
The  Washington  Post,  "There's  a  kind  of  the¬ 
ological  arrogance  that  pervades  all  of  this,  a 
certain  willingness  on  their  part  to  play  God, 
and  an  absence  of  awareness  that  tnese  sorts 
of  statements  throughout  history  are  associ¬ 
ated  with  coercion,  hatred,  and  violence." 

1MB  executive  vice-president  Don 
Kammerdiener,  interviewed  for  a  Sept.  9 
article  in  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch, 
reminded  that  Southern  Baptists  "take 
Jesus'  message  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
world  seriously.  We  are  simply  bearing  tes¬ 
timony  to  what  we  believe.^' 

Kammerdiener,  who  authored  the 

gmyer  booklet's  introduction,  wrote,  "The 
ible  is  clear  in  giving  Christ's  followers 
guidance  regarding  the  necessity  of  shar¬ 
ing  the  gospel  with  the  Jews.  Jesus  and  all 
the  apostles  were  Jews.  Jesus  stated  clearly 
that  nis  followers  were  to  begin  their  wit¬ 
ness  to  him  in  Jerusalem  and  Judea,  the 
_  heartland  of  the  Jews." 

R.  Albert  Mohler  Jr.,  president  of 
Southern  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  in 
response  to  a  Baptist  Press  request  for  com¬ 
ment,  noted  that  the  prayer  booklet  may  be 
"clearly  out  of  step  with  postmodern  cul¬ 
ture"  and  "off  the  charts  on  the  scale  of 
political  incorrectness.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
deeply  rooted  in  Southern  Baptists'  pas¬ 
sion  to  see  all  persons  come  to  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  ... 

"While  liberal  churches  have  largely 
abandoned  all  conversionist  missions, 
evangelical  Christians  remain  committed 
to  tell  all  persons,  regardless  of  racial,  eth¬ 
nic,  or  religious  background,  of  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,"  Mohler  wrote.  "This  is  the 


for  Jews  attracting  attention 


great  evangelistic  mission  of  Christianity, 
and  it  is  as  old  as  Jesus'  command  to  go 
and  make  disciples." 

"The  real  enemy  of  Judaism  is  not 
Christianity,  but  the  corrosive  secularism 
that  has  so  poisoned  American  culture," 
Mohler  noted.  "...  Jewish  protests  against 
this  prayer  guide  ring  hollow  when  a 
majority  of  American  Jews  no  longer 
express  belief  in  a  personal  God.  Harvard 
professor  Alan  Dershowitz  has  warned 
that  Judaism  could  effectively  disappear  in 
the  next  century  —  not  because  of  conver¬ 
sion  to  Christianity,  but  due  to  Jewish 
assimilation  into  the  secular  culture." 

The  1MB  prayer  booklet  focuses  on 
the  "Days  of  Awe,"  a  10-day  period 
beginning  on  Rosh  Hashanah,  the 
Jewish  New  Year,  when  Jewish  tradi¬ 
tion  teaches  that  God  opens  his  Book 
of  Life  to  inscribe  the  names  of  the 
righteous  and  remove  the  names  of 
the  wicked.  The  book  remains  open 
for  10  days,  during  which  Jewish  peo¬ 
ple  recall  the  sins  of  the  previous  year 
and  pray  to  God  for  forgiveness.  The 
observance,  also  known  as  the  Days 
of  Repentance,  ends  with  Yom 
Kippur,  the  Day  of  Atonement. 

Rosh  Hashanah  was  on  Sept.  11 
this  year;  Yom  Kippur,  is  on  Sept.  20. 

In  a  resolution  adopted  by  messen¬ 
gers  to  the  1996  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  annual  meeting  in  New 
Orleans,  Southern  Baptists  were  called 
to  prayer  for  the  salvation  of  Jewish 
people  and  to  direct  more  energies 
and  resources  toward  proclaimine  to 


lion  Jews  no  longer  practice  Rabbinic 
Judaism,  and  most  are  secularists  or  athe¬ 
ists,  according  to  one  missiologist's  study. 

The  International  Mission  Board's 
prayer  guide  contains  10  vignettes  of 
Jewish  life  during  the  Days  of  Awe,  along 
with  brief  sketches  of  Jewish  populations 
around  the  world  and  suggestions  about 
how  to  pray  for  Jewish  people  as  they 
seek  God.

Wildfire 

Due  to  the  drought  condi¬ 
tions  across  our  land  and  our 
state,  many  areas  have  been 
under  special  "fire  alert "  status. 
In  some  places  across  the  west¬ 
ern  U.S.,  wildfires  have  broken 
out  destroying  hundreds  ot 
thousands  ot  acres  along  with 
businesses  and  homes.  It  is  a 
serious  and  deadly  situation. 

It  is  hard  for  many  of  us  to 
imagine  the  kind  i>f  force  and 
fury  that  is  created  in  scmiu’  of 
these  huge  fires.  Firestorms 
erupt,  creating  winds  of  up  to 
1(X)  miles  per  hour  and  heat  so 
intense  that  it  melts  metal.  One 
reporter  who  was  cewering  one 
of  the  western  wildfires  was 
caught  in  the  firestorm  and  lived 
to  tell  about  it.  Normally,  when 
someone  is  caught  in  the  incred¬ 
ible  winds  and  intense  heat, 
there  is  no  escape.  The  reporter, 
still  shaken,  told  his  story  and 
was  so  grateful  to  be  alive. 

Fire  can  be  a  wonderful  thing. 
With  it  you  can  cook,  or  be 
warmed,  or  destroy  unwanted  or 
unneeded  things  —  but  out  of 
control,  fire  is  a  frightening  killer.

While  most  of  us  hax  e  nex  er 
experienced  a  firestixrm  and  do 
not  want  to,  we  all  may  have 
watched  the  flames  that  come 
burning  into  our  churches  or 
communities.  James,  in  the 
third  chapter  of  his  epistle,  tells 
us  that  me  tongue  is  a  fire,  a 
world  of  iniquity,  and  is  set  on 
fire  of  Hell.  Good  fire  is  good, 
and  bad  fire  is  of  Hell. 

Stop  and  consider  how 
many  times  someone's  tongue 
has  been  used  to  bum  down 
another  life,  to  eradicate  a  good 
work,  and  to  ruin  a  fine  iwuta- 
tion.  The  tongue  is  a  ffeme- 
thrower.  Once  the  fire  is  ignited 
it  is  hard  and  sometimes 
impossible  to  stop.  Sometimes 
it  IS  important  for  us  to  keep 
our  mouths  shut  and  our 


tongues  quiet:  xvhen  something 
is  untrue;  when  vou  are  unsure; 
and  when  it  is  unnecessary. 

When  something  is  untrue 
and  you  tell  it,  you  are  not  only 
a  gossip  but  you  are  a  liar.  You 
are  no  less  responsible  for 
telling  a  lie  simply  because  you 
quote  somebody  else's  lie. 
Oftentimes  when  you  speak 
you  may  not  be  quite  sure  of 
what  you  are  telling.  In  fact, 
you  may  even  have  an  uneasi¬ 
ness  about  what  you've  heard, 
so  it's  best  to  remain  silent  until 
you  get  all  the  facts  and  see  the 
true  picture. 

Then  there  are  those  times 
when  telling  something  is  just 
unnecessary.  It  may  even  be 
true,  and  you  may  even  be 
sure,  but  it's  just  not  necessary. 


I've  heard  people  through  the 
years  tell  things  that  they  qual¬ 
ify  by  saying  that  they  knoxv 
it’s  the  truth  and  they  are  going 
to  tell  it  like  it  is! 

They  spill  stuff  out  that  is 
deadly  poison  in  the  name  of 
"righteous  truthfulness.  "Hoxv 
often  do  you  suppose  lesus 
knew  things  about  people  and 
situations,  yet  did  not  choose 
to  .say  it  and  hurt  them? 

Someone’  once  suggested 
that  Jesus  never  had  to  say,  "1 
wish  I  hadn't  said  that." 
Anytime  a  sentence  begins,  "1 
probably  shouldn't  sav  this, 
but...,"  you  are  probably  right 
and  you  should  probably  stop 
at  that  point. 

The  world  would  probably 
be  a  better  place  if  we,  who 
know  the  Lord,  would  submit 
to  him  and  allow  him  to  control 
what  we  say  and  what  we  do 
not  say.

But  what  about  those 
kids  that  never  get  in  the  game, 
can't  play  a  note,  or  have  to 
sneak  up  on  a  mirror?  Do  we, 
as  parents,  still  make  them  feel 
"special"?  Or  is  our  love  condi¬ 
tionally  based  on  their  athletic, 
social,  or  academic  success? 

When  I  heard  the  gospel  as  an 
18  year-old  non-chrishan,  the 
unconditional  aspect  of  God's 
love  impressed  me.  After  realiz¬ 
ing  God  loved  me  the  way  I  w£is, 
I  nearly  tripped  over  my  own 
two  feet  running  to  the  cross. 

In  our  text  from  Exodus,  we 


Just  as  God  invited  Israel  to 
enter  into  a  covenant  with  him, 
he  extends  the  same  invitation 
to  us.  In  fact,  he  extends  that 
same  invitation  to  you.  Have 
you  accepted  his  invitation? 

Covenant  invitation  (19:3- 
6).  As  a  pastor,  1  receive  numer¬ 
ous  invitations  to  weddings, 
graduations,  and  other  s[>ecial 
occasions.  Some  of  the  invita¬ 
tions  are  printed  with  gold 
embossed  lettering  on  deluxe 
stationary,  and  others  come 
printed  on  simple  card  stock. 

I'm  never  as  impressed  with 
an  invitation's  lettering  and 


paper  weight  as  I  am 
with  the  notion  that 
someone  thought  enough 
of  me  to  include  me  in 
their  special  occasion.  For 
me,  an  invitation  says, 
"You  are  special." 

On  Mount  Sinai,  God 
invited  the  children  of 
Israel  to  enter  into  a 
^  covenant  with  him.  With 
his  invitation,  he  was 
saying,  "You  are  special." 

Today,  God  is  inviting  you  to 
enter  into  a  covenant  relation¬ 
ship  with  him  through  his  son, 
Jesus  Christ.  The  invitation  is 
found  in  John  3:16  and  is 
extended  to  all  mankind.  If  you 
look  closely  enough  and  use 
your  imagmation,  you'll  find 
that  the  print  on  the  invitation 
is  in  red  .  .  .  blood  red. 

This  invitation  is,  without  a 
doubt,  the  most  important  invi¬ 
tation  you  will  ever  receive.  It  is 
an  invitation  to  inherit  eternal 
life  and  experience  peace. 

Don't  you  want  peace  in 


Lord]  removed  our  transgres¬ 
sions  from  us." 

Though  all  who  have  been 
redeemed  have  joined  the 
priesthood  of  believers,  only 
the  high  priest  can  do  this 
work.  Just  as  the  high  priest 
alone  was  the  one  to  enter  the 
Holy  of  Holies,  it  is  still  only 
the  High  Priest  who  can  enter 
into  the  Father's  throne  room. 
There  is  a  tremendous  gulf 
between  a  holy  God  and  man; 
however,  that  gulf  was  bridged 
by  the  believer's  High  Priest 
Jesus,  Christ  at  the  cross  when 
"...the  veil  [covering  the  Holy 
of  Holies]  was  tom  in  two..." 
(Matthew  27:51).  The  believer 
can  go  into  the  presence  of  the 
Holy  Father,  but  the  only  way 
in  is  through  the  Father's  Son 
Jesus  Christ. 

Jesus  as  the  high  priest  pre¬ 
sented  his  very  own  blood  to 
his  Father.  With  the  work  of  that 


your  life?  Your  home?  Your 
soul?  Then  accept  his  invita¬ 
tion.  It  was  addressed  almost 
2000  years  ago  and  I  am  serving 
as  God's  mailman.  Go  ahead, 
open  it  up.  It's  addressed  to 
you.  If  you  don't  believe  me, 
then  open  your  Bible  to  John 
3:16  and  interchange  your 
name  with  the  word  "world." 
See,  I  told  you  that  his  invita¬ 
tion  was  to  you!  Don't  you  feel 
"special"  now? 

Covenant  loyalty  (20:2-17). 
With  God's  invitation  to  Israel,  he 
was  saying,  "You  are  special  to 
me."  But  with  the  Ten 
Commandments,  God  was 
adding,  "And  1  want  to  be  special 
to  you."  God  wants  you  to  return 
his  love  by  making  him  the  num¬ 
ber  one  priority  in  your  life.  He 
desires  exclusive  alleoance. 

I  was  an  outstanding  athlete 
in  high  school.  Well,  maybe 
"mediocre"  would  be  a  better 
word  than  "outstanding." 

During  two-a-day  football 
practices  in  August,  you  found 


ultimate  sacrifice,  the  Father 
does  not  see  the  sins  of  the 
believer  because  they  have  been 
washed  away  through  that 
blood,  exemplified  by  the  sacri¬ 
fices  of  the  Aaronic  priesthood. 

Though  the  woric  of  Aaron 
was  not  the  real  thing  nor  was  it 
perfect,  it  did  present  to  all  who 
lived  at  that  time  a  shadow  of 
what  was  to  come.  Though  the 
believer's  work  is  not  perfect,  it 
is  a  shadow  of  what  nas  been. 
However,  the  work  accom¬ 
plished  at  the  cross  was  perfect 
and  one  day  the  believer's  work 
shall  be  holy.  Just  as  the  Jews 
were  the  chosen  of  God,  the 
believers  are  also  a  select  group 
as  not  only  the  Bride  of  Christ, 
but  also  "a  chosen  generation,  a 
royal  priesthood,  an  holy 
nation,  a  people  of  [God's] 
own"  (1  Peter  2:9).

God  wants  a  relationship 
with  you,  but  he  won't  force 
you  to  accept  his  invitation  or 
return  his  love.  Won't  you 
invite  him  into  your  heart  nght 
now  and  become  one  of  nis 
chosen  pwple?

Life  and  Work 

Keeping  angels  in  their  place 

Deul.  32:15-18;  Ps.  106:35-37;  1  Cor.  10:19-20; 
Gal.  1:6-9;  Col.  2:18-19

Spirituality  is  a  key  element 
in  today's  post-modem  culture. 
Many  are  seeking  to  find  ulti¬ 
mate  reality  in  the  realm  of  the 
invisible  and  the  spiritual.  But, 
these  spiritual  pursuits  are 
extraneous  to  biblical  faith.  In 
many  ways  the  new  spirituality 
is  a  neopaganism  that  seeks  to 
experience  the  supernatural 
through  angels  who  serve  as 
^iritual  guides  and  protectors. 
The  potential  for  deceit,  dam¬ 
age,  and  delusion  is  great. 

■Though  Christians  affirm 
the  reality  of  angels,  we  must 
reject  the  view  that  places  an 
overemphasis  on  them.  Angels, 
in  the  contemporary  secular 


culture,  often  are 
viewed  as  private  Atwood 
gods  who  are  to  be 
pleased  and  placated  in  return  ( 
for  their  guidance  and  protec-  I 
tion.  God,  and  God  alone,  is  to  < 
be  pleased  and  worshiped.  The  i 
Bible  reveals  some  definite  < 
areas  of  danger  that  flow  from  i 
false  teaching  about  angels. 

Danger:  Distortion  (Gal.  1 
1:6-9).  Apparently  the  I 
Galatians  had  quickly  moved  < 
away  from  the  gospel  pro-  i 
claimed  by  Paul.  In  his  con¬ 
cern  for  both  them  and  the 
gospel,  Paul  instructed  them 
not  to  turn  to  a  distorted 
gospel  even  if  "an  angel  from 
heaven"  should  carry  the 
message  to  them. 


Many  cults  have  main¬ 
tained  that  they  have 
received  revelations  from 
angels.  Throughout  histo¬ 
ry  many  have  been  led 
astray  and  led  into  dis¬ 
torted  gospel.  Any  so- 
called  new  truth  that  does 
not  adhere  to  the  scrip¬ 
ture  is  a  lie! 

1  Danger:  Devaluation 

(Col.  2:18-19).  Not  only 
can  angels  distort  the  gospel, 
they  can  also  devalue  Jesus 
Christ.  To  reach  a  higher  level 
of  spirituality  some  had  appar¬ 
ently  began  to  worship  angels 
and,  in  so  doing,  had  lost  touch 
with  Christ,  the  head  of  the 
body.  Paul  labels  it  as  "false 
humility,"  this  misplaced  value 
of  higher  spirituality,  and  a  dis¬ 
qualification  from  God's 
rewards. 

A  fascination  with  angels  can 
lead  to  the  worship  of  angels 
and  the  dangers  of  doing  so  are 
real.  Christians  who  do  this 
devalue  the  unique  significance 
of  Jesus  Christ  in  their  lives  and 


compromise  their  relationship 
to  him. 

Danger:  Demons  (1  Cor. 
10:19-20).  Not  every  angelic 
being  is  good.  The  Bible  calls 
the  evil,  mllen  angels  demons. 
Among  the  myriad  of  problems 
at  Corinth  was  participation,  by 
some,  in  feasts  honoring  idofs 
and  the  Lord's  Supper.  Paul 
says  that  they  cannot  partici¬ 
pate  in  both.  Even  if  they 
wlieve  that  the  idols  are  noth¬ 
ing,  pagan  sacrifices  made  to 
idols  really  were  wood,  metal, 
or  stone  oecause  behind  the 
idol  lurked  a  demon. 

Giving  tribute  and  devotion 
to  angels  is  an  act  of  idolatry 
and  IS  an  opening  for  the 
demonic.  Only  God  is  worthy 
of  our  tribute  and  devotion.  We 
must  avoid  anything  that 
makes  angels  rather  than  God 
the  focus  of  our  spiritual  lives. 

Danger:  Diversion  (Deut. 
32:15-18;  Ps.  106:35-37).  This  is 
Moses'  swan  song  in  which  he 
gives  a  solemn  warning  to 
Israel.  He  prophesied  that 


Israel  would  grow  fat  and  pros¬ 
perous  in  the  Promised  Land. 
As  a  result,  they  would  aban¬ 
don  the  God  who  created  them 
and  cared  for  them.  In  their 
diversion  from  the  Lord  God 
they  would  turn  to  pagan  idols 
ana  sacrifice  to  them,  in  doing 
this  they  actually  would  be  sac¬ 
rificing  to  demons. 

The  psalmist  declared  that  in 
Israel's  integration  with  pagan 
peoples  they  had  been  corrupt¬ 
ed  and  their  faith  diverted.  In 
the  end  they  "sacrificed  their 
sons  and  their  daughters  to  the 
demons"  (v.37).  In  the  plethora 
of  angel-based  spirituality  is 
often  nothing  more  than  a 
reversion  to  polytheism  and 
paganism.  Angel-based  reli¬ 
gion  can  well  serve  as  a  medi¬ 
um  on  the  way  to  a  more  clear¬ 
ly  debased  religion.  As  with 
Israel,  once  there  is  the  slide 
into  the  demonic,  there  often 
results  a  full-blown  pagan 
lifestyle.

The  Family  Hour:  Worse 


Than  Ever  and  Headed  for  New 
Lows,"  an  11-page  report 
released  Aug.  31  by  the  Parents 
Television  Council  (PTC),  shows 
in  detail  objectionable  elements 
aired  during  the  networks'  8-9 
p.m.  Eastern  time  slot. 

"The  study  reflects  not  only  promoting 
the  networks'  trend  in  their  use  W  shows 
of  objectionable  elements,  but 
also  an  acceleration  in  that  trend  statin; 
over  the  past  year  and  a  half.  ed  W 

PTC's  report  focuses  on 
prime-time  programming  aired 
November  1997  through  May  Turell  as  statoj 
1999  and  quantifies  the  types 
and  instances  of  objectionahle 
material  shown  during  that  bo1 
time.  Objectionable  material,  of  objectionable 
defined  as  "lewd  references  to  '• 

sexual  activity,  foul  language, 
and  violent  incidents,"  in  fami¬ 
ly  hour  programming  on  the 
broadcast  networks  is  up  75%, 
according  to  the  report. 

In  its  analy'sis,  PTC  found  the 
use  of  coarse  language  in  prime¬ 
time  shows  has  increased  58%, 
and  violence  has  increased  86%. 

Hie  use  of  suggestive  sexual 
content  has  increased  77%  and 
is  described  as  "easily  the  most 
common  of  the  three  ty'pes  of  report 
offensive  material"  in  prime 
time,  since  "more  than  two- 
thirds  of  family-hour  shows 
included  sexual  content." 

The  study  shows  the  Fox 
network  to  be  the  worst  offend¬ 
er,  using  "exactly  eleven  offen¬ 
sive  instances  per  hour."  PTC 
found  "not  a  single  series  on 
Fox  during  the  'family  hour'  is 
appropriate  for  families." 

CBS  was  the  "least  offensive 
network,"  with  3.62  objection-  ming 
able  instances  per  hour,  the 
report  states. 

So  far  Fox  has  "refused  to 
comment  on  the  study,"  said 
PTC  senior  analyst  Tom 
Johnson,  one  of  the  authors  of 
the  study,  in  an  interview  with 
Baptist  Press  Sept.  2.  Johnson

no  programming  after  May 
1999  was  studied.  Paul 
McGuire,  senior  vice  president 
of  media  relations  for  UPN, 
declined  to  comment  on  PTC's 
1.  No  one  from  NBC 
rehimed  numerous  telephone 
calls  by  CNS  for  comment. 

The  front  page  of  die  Sept.  1 
issue  of  Daily  Variety  highlignted 
the  PTC  report  with  the  neadline, 
"Parent  org  blasts  TV's  Family 
Hour."  TTie  Sept.  2  issue  of  The 
Washington  Times  headlined  its 
report  on  PTC's  study  with  "TV's 
'Family  hour'  slimier." 

The  importance  of  I^TC's 
study  of  family  hour  program¬ 
ming  lies  in  its  analysis  of  "the 
impact  of  popular  culture  on  the 
nation's  morals,"  Johnson  said. 
Cable  programming  during 
prime  time  was  not  included  in 
the  study  "because  we  have  a 
small  staff  doing  all  we  can  han¬ 
dle  right  now,"  Johnson  added.
